The British North America Act 
An Editorial 


Although commonly referred to as a law, the B. N. A. 
Act is in reality the treaty under which the Provinces of 
Canada entered Confederation. 


* Any changes made in the Act require the consent of 
the provinces. Therefore, as a preliminary to any dis- 
cussion of changes, accounts should be prepared showing: | 


1.—Amounts of revenue collected by Ottawa from each 
province over a term of years; 


2.—-Amounts expended by Ottawa in each province over 
a term of years; 


3.-—-Amounts bought by each province from each of the 
other provinces over a term of years; 


4.—Amounts sold by each province to each of the other 
provinces over a term of years; 


5.—Railway freight rates westbound and railway freight 
rates eastbound; 
| 


6.—Amount of tariff rates applying to the products of 
each province; and extent to which tariff rates are | 
incorporated into final sale prices in each province. { 


These facts are absolutely necessary to enable any 
Provincial Legislature to consent to or oppose any amend- 
ment to the British North America Act. 


There is always great danger in legislating on the 
basis of general statements and expressions of good-will. 
We need actual and verified details, facts and figures be- 
fore agreeing to any change. 


Under any reasonable basis of fair, impartial dealing 
we can have good government under the B. N. A. Act 
as it stands. Our troubles all come from special privi- 
leges granted tu the money and credit control at the ex- 
pense of the producer and the worker. 


Amendments made on the basis of general statements, 
and on howls about patriotism, and not checked by verified 
figures of past results, will almost certainly add comfort | 
to the silk hat and Prince Albert coat parade; leaving the 
farmer and the worker in a more dependent plight than 
before. 


There is ground for careful investigation before any 
changes are made as a result of suggestions from those 
who have been doing the taking up to date; somebody 
should uphold the interests of those who have been doing 
the paying. 

There is also ground for careful investigation of any 
proposals for increasing the central power and reducing 
the provincial powers to a town-meeting basis; as these 
proposals are apt to be invisibly contained in some para- 
graph apparently only providing for more loyalty to the 
Empire.

CONFERENCE WORK ENDS | 

The world wheat conference com- | 
pleted its main work yesterday with ! 
adoption of a United States motion 
for more cuts in wheat production. | 

Before the afternoon meeting of 
the wheat advisory commission the 
United States delegation took the 
ground that if the world wheat 
market is to be relieved of the 
surplus that has overhung it for 
some years, then production must 
be reduced much more than it is 
at present proposed to do, Other- 
wise the trouble would only recur 
in the future. 

The American idea is that mini- 
mum wheut schemes, denaturing of 
wheat, reduction of flour milling 
percentages and the like are all of | 
lesser importance than cutting | 
down production, The commission, 
adopting this motion decided to 
place further measures to reduce 


production on the agenda of its! 
June meeting in London, | 
It is expected that at that time 


the Americans will submit definite 
proposals on ways and means of 
still further reducing production. 
FINISHING MEET TODAY 

Another meeting will be held to- 
day to polish off final details of the 
Teports and the meeting will con- 
clude tonight. 

The conference has these achieve. | 
ments to its credit: 

Agreement on a definite plan for 
maintaining a minimum price for 
exported wheat. Further definite 
prices for various grades were sug- 
gested tentatively today, the actual 
prices to be established by a com- 
mittee of experts in London from} 
month to month—providing of | 
course the governments represented 
approve the plan. 

A report has been drawn up on 
denaturing quantities of wheat to 
render it unfit for human consump- 
tion 

Another agreement has been} 
drawn up on flour milling restric- 
tions, aimed at raising the percent- 
age extracted from wheat and 
thereby raising the flour content 
of bread 

Another report covers the French | 
proposal that wheat exporting na- 
tions give tariff concessions in re- 
turn for guarantees of importers to 
cut their production. This also is 
forwarded to the governments re- 
presented without definite recom- 
mendation, as outside the scope of 
the conference, 


PRICE MAIN ISSUE 

The minimum price scheme re- 
mains the biggest achievement of 
the conference, ranking equal to the 
London agreement on restriction of 
exports, to which it is intended as 
a supplement and without which of 
course it cannot be put into opera- 
tion. 

While the prices to be fixed re- 
main to be determined by the Lon- 
don committee that is proposed, the 
report of the present conference 
suggests tentative levels five or 
ten per cent higher than at present 
prices, based on cost, insurance and 
freight delivered at Liverpool. 

These prices include $6.35 per 
quarter of 480 pounds for Canadian 
Northern number two, with corres- 


ponding prices for the standard 
wheat of various nations, ranging 
down to $4.32 for German best 
grade. 


DENATURING PROBLEMS 

The recommendation to govern- 
ments of denaturing wheat will be 
only general because of many ob- 
stacles at present, It has to be de- 
termined whether an export busi- 
ness could be developed in the 
“colored wheat” and whether pre- 
judices of poultry farmers could be 
overcome—the poultry themselves 
are said to like it. 

The question also arises whether 
denatured wheat is to be counted 
in or to be additional to the export 
quotas determined at London, and 
further what compensation should | 
be allowed for the value lost in} 
denaturing. | 

The chief supporters of the de-| 
naturing project point out that it) 
might be used to materially cut 
world stocks. The practice would | 
be to mix a bushel of “blue” wheat 
with 19 bushels of uncolored wheat, 
producing a grain from which flour | 
cannot be made, but still palatable | 
for poultry. 

Efforts are still going on to polish 
off the discrepancies in the export 
quotas which run until the end of 
the 1934-35 crop year under the 
london agreement.

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IF IT WILL HELP 
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SOUTH OXFORD 

The electors of South Oxford, whom Premier 
Bennett referred to as “representatives of the 
finest type of Canadian citizens,” in the bye- 
election on Monday returned Mr. Rennie, the 
Liberal candidate, by a majority of 1530 votes 
over Hon. Donald Sutherland, a member of the 
late Mé@ighen Government. 

The majority is the largest ever given to 
any candidate since the riding was formed 67 
years ago. Mr. Sutherland is one of the most 
popular and most capable of the Ontario Con- 
servatives. 

This, the fifth successive disaster of the kind, 
marks the complete collapse of the credit of 
the Bennett Government. The maritimes, Sas- 
katchewan and Ontario have spoken, all to the 
same effect. What has happened in these bye- 
elections is what will happen throughout Canada 
whenever a general election is called. Public 
confidence in the present Government simply 
does not exist. 

Premier Bennett needs no instruction as to 
what his duty is in the circumstances. No man 
better knows the traditions of British parlia- 
mentary government If those traditions are 
to hold in Canada he should tender the resigna- 
tion of his cabinet or call a general election 
forthwith. ‘

WHY NOT CANADIAN 
REFUGEES? 

Premier Bennett went on the air on Sunday 
to ask Canadians to contribute $200,000 toward 
the cost of helping Jewish families, who have 
fled from Germany, to establish themselves in 


Palestine. The cause is worthy, and no doubt 
will bring a response. 

But why restrict the chivalrous impulse to 
such long range objectives? The Premier might 


also go on the air and invite wealthy Canadians 
to contribute to help in the re-establishment of 
Canadian families who have lost their homes, 
or the equity in their homes, through our 
“sound” money depression. Unchecked deflation 
has deprived hundreds of thousands of Cana- 
dian families of their town homes or farms, or 
of their equity in these, as really and as ruth- 
lessly as Hitler has deprived Jewish families of 
their homes in Germany. 

But $200,900 would not go far to restore these 
Canadian victims of deflation to a_ position 
where self-dependence would be again in sight; 
$200,000,000 would be nearer the mark. 

Charity should not stay at home, but it ought 
to function there. Having tried to help the’ 
Jewish exiles, Mr. Bennett cannot surely re- 
fuse to do as much for Canadians who have 
been exiled economically during his regime, and 
largely by reason of his failure to lift a hand 
to save them. 


AN “ECONOMY” GESTURE 

By a vote of 29 to 20, cutting across party 
lines, the provincial legislature decided to 
abolish the office of Lieutenant-Governor, and 
to find some other use for Government House 
when the abolition takes place. The resolution 
calls upon the Dominion Government to make 
no further appointments to the post when the 
term of the present incumbent expires, but to 
provide for representation of the Crown in 
Alberta “in some simpler and less expensive 
way.” 

That the Dominion will act upon the sugges- 
tion is rather doubtful. The Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor is, in the first instance, the representative 
of the Dominion authority, and the federal 
Government will perhaps insist upon its right 
to be represented by such officer as it may 
choose, 

Premier Brownlee voted against the resolu- 
tion. He the head of the Government of 
Alberta, and the federal Government is bound 
to accept his advice in such matters. ‘The 
Dominion could not go over the head of a pro- 
vincial premier, to carry out a resolution passed 
in the legislature, without making a dangerous 
invasion into the field of provincial rights, and 
involving itself in provincial politics. 

No other province has made such a request, 
and the legislature of Saskatchewan rejected 
a similar motion with scant consideration. The 
Dominion can hardly be expected to create two

different ranks of representatives of the Crown 

-and of itself—in the provinces. Unanimity 
among the provincial legislatures would prob- 
ably be necessary before the federal authority 
would feel warranted in appointing provincial 
administrators under some other name than 
that of Lieutenant Governor, 

Nor has the legislature of Alberta proved the 
zeal for which it as the 
ground of this proposal. There are still sixty 
three member in the legislature, drawing 
indemnities which have not been reduced in

Nor has the legislature so much as asked 
that holders of provincial bonds accept a some- 
what reduced rate of interest to help in tiding 


over this difficult period and validating the 
securities they hold. 

Twenty-four hours before it passed this 
resolution of economy the legislature sanc- 


tioned, even forced, the creation of a new de- 
partment of the Government with a salaried 
minister at its head. 

And the same day it asked that the lieuten- 
ant governorship be abolished in the interests 
of economy the legislature instructed the 
Government to make arrangements to have the 
speeches of the members broadcasted to a long- 
suffering public at the next session. 

In these circumstances the legislatture will 
have itself to blame if Mr. Bennett takes its 
profession of anxiety to save public money with 
a grain of salt: 

The motion to abolish an office which it 
cannot abolish is nothing more than a gesture 
toward “economy” which the legislature has 
shown no disposition to practice in matters 
under its own control.

The Passing Show

It isn't always wise to fear the Greeks when 
they bear gifts. Victor Lauriston, Canadian 
novelist, author of “The Twenty-First Burr,” 
writing from Chatham, Ont. in correcting my 
description of the famous Canadian ship “Marco 
Polo” “an ugly square Quebec timber 
drogher,” sends me a copy of 
an address he gave some time 
ago about the “Marco Polo.” 

He says of the description, 
“her pictures bear this out, at 
least in ugliness. But she was 
a St. John-built ship.” 

Before any St. John folk 
take notice, I'll hasten to cor- 
rect the description to con- 
form to Mr. Lauriston's better 

fi knowledge.

Mr. Lauriston traces the career of the ship 
from the time her keel was laid by Jim Smith at 
his yard on Marsh Creek in 1850—so big that 
he had to wait till the spring tides of April, 
1851, to launch her. To make up for the delay 
he stepped her masts and topmasts, only to find 
that on leaving the ways, she grounded on the 
opposite bank. The fresh wind against her 
heavy spars drove her over on her beam ends. 
One boy had to jump into the creek and swim 
ashore. A number of men aboard were in- 
jured. Like the ship in the bottle, Jim Smith 
had got his great ship into the creek; the puzzle 
was how to get it out. 

An enormous amount of muck had to be 
excavated to allow her, stern to float. In May 
came another high tide and the builder and his 
crew were able to jockey the ship out of the 
creek, The old salts labelled her “an unlucky 
ship.” They little knew that within 18 months 
she would break all existing records for the run 
to Australia and make a fortune for her owner. 
They little guessed she would be gazed upon by 
admiring thousands in the Salthouse Dock at 
Liverpool, bearing the proud legend on a banner 
between her fore and mainmasts, “THE FAST- 
EST SHIP IN THE WORLD.” 

She made the run out to Australia in 68 
days, carrying 930 passengers and 60 of a crew, 
beating the swift steamer “Australia” by a clear 
week. Inside of six months from her departure 
from Liverpool she was back again, making the 
return voyage in 76 days. On her next return 
trip she brought back nearly a million dollars 
and a half in gold—much more relatively then 
than now. The £280,000 worth of gold dust from 
the Australian diggings brought still more 
fortune hunters seeking passage by this speed 
queen of the oceans,

The timber droghers were built big and 
heavy, so as to carry great loads of deals to 
England. There, after discharging, the ship 


would be offered for sale. If no sale was made, 
she would be broken up. Her timbers would 
bring about the original cost of the ship. Smith 
when he built the “Marco Polo” and named her 
after the famous Venetian traveller—discoverer 
of Malabar, first European to enter China, 
friend of Kubla Khan—had the good sense to 
design her with a clipper underwater body. 
Equal credit for her amazing passages is due 
to Capt. “Bully” Forbes—a speed-drunk driver 
of ships and men. 

Mr. Lauriston agrees that Forbes was a man 
of dual character, religious, and austere on 
shore, but reckless at sea. When frightened 
passengers begged him to shorten sail lest he 
drive his ship under, he told them on his first 
voyage that it was “Hell or Melbourne in 60 
days.” On his second he told them, “Last trip 
I astonished the world; this'trip I intend to 
astonish God Alrighty.” 

To keep his crew from deserting for the 
gold fields on reaching Australia, he trumped 
up a charge of mutiny against them and had 
them kept in jail until the ship was ready to 


sail again. “I know where to look for them 
when I want them,” he said, as they were taken 
to jail. : ‘ 

Weirdly dramatic is the story of the last 


home-coming of the Marco Polo. On the after- 
noon of July 25, 1883, as Alex. McNeill of Prince 
Edward Island was driving home from his 
forge during a great gale that swept the Gulf 
of St. Lawrence, he saw a wonderful and ter- 
rible sight. A great ship with every stitch of 
canvas set, was flying like a mighty bird direct 
for the breakers near the little village of 
Cavendish. 

McNeill gave the alarm. People came hurry- 
ing, awestruck by the sight, unable to under- 
stand the seeming madness of her captain 
driving his great ship head-on towards the 
breakers. 

There's a tradition that an old salt in the 
crowd said, “If the Marco Polo was on this 
side of the world, I'd swear it was her. I was 
with her on her first voyage.” 

On she came. Three hundred yards from 
the shore she grounded and the three masts 
came crashing down with a noise heard above 
the storm. It was indeed the Marco Polo come 
home to die. Next day when the storm sub- 
sided, her crew was rescued, 

Bit by bit they heard her history. After 
collision with an iceberg in the Antarctic and 
subsequent damage by fire at London she had 
fallen upon evil days. A Norwegian firm 
bought her to bring timber from Quebec. On 
the way across the Atlantic she had become 
strained. Fighting her way in the gale down 
the Gulf she had become waterlogged. As a 
desperate resource to save the life of his crew 
the Norwegian captain had put her before the 
wind and crowded on sail to run her ashore 
on Prince Edward Island

Neill, wac greatly intrigued by 
sailors—Norwegians, Swedes, Dutchmen, Ger- 
mans, British, Spaniards and two enormous 


natives of Tahiti with woolly heads and gold 
earrings. She wrote down some of the happen- 
ings of that eventful time—of the wreck, the 
attempts at salvage, the breakup of the ship 
and the drowning of one of the salvage crew. 
The hittle venture in recording the loss of the 
great ship may have affected her future, for 
the little girl, now known as L. M. Montgomery 
grew up to write “Anne of Green Gables” and 
other books. 

She is living now at Norval, Ont. Among 
her treasured possessions are a jug with a 
pewter lid from the wreck and a big platter 
bearing the flag of the once-famous Black Ball 
Line under which the Marco Polo sailed in the 
days of her sea glory. ,

The Alkaline-Acid 
Balance 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In trying to learn the kinds of foods which 
are alkaline forming in the body it is a good 
rule.to consider that all vegetables and fruits 
are alkaline forming with the exception of 
prunes, plums, rhuberb and cranberries which 
contain organic acids not readily oxidized by 
those suffering from acidosis. 

The cereals and meat, 
while they contain valuable 
elements for body metabol- 
ism are slightly acid forming 
and their acidity should be 
counter acted by large quan- 
tities of the alkaline forming 
foods, being careful, however, 
not to combine any of the 
acid fruits with any of the 
starchy foods. 

The alkaline forming foods 
listed in the approximate order of their abund- 
ance of alkaline end products are: 

Dried figs, olives, dried lima beans, soy 
beans, spinach, watermelon, raisins, swiss chard, 
fresh lima beans, chestnuts, almonds, carrots, 
dates, parsnips, rutabags, beets, celery, cucum- 
bers, lettuce, cabbage, potatoes, muskmelon, 
evaporated milk, apricots, string beans, cherries, 
orange juice, pineapple, sweet potatoes, mo- 
lasses, currants, lemons, oranges, tomatoes, 
bananas, peaches, dried peas, raspberries, grape- 
juice, apples, mushrooms, pears, squash, grapes, 
canned string beans, turnips, buttermilk, milk, 
pumpkin, green peas, asparagus and other 
fruits and vegetables. 

If your doctor has told you to keep from 
the acid forming foods then you should eat 
plenty of the above foods. 

The acid forming foods include all of the 
cereals, meats, cheese, fish and eggs, but this 
does not mean that these foods are harmful. 
They do contain valuable elements. If one 
limits the amount of acid forming foods to 
about one-third of the diet and the alkaline 
forming foods are allowed to make up the other 
two-thirds, there will be a sufficient leeway so 
that the healthy body can take care of the 
balance. 

Very often the patient with acidosis will 
avoid the citrus fruits such as oranges, grape- 
fruit, and lemons, because they are acid in 
taste, but this is a mistake, as experiments have 
definitely proven that these fruits make the 
blood more alkaline. In fact, one of the best 
cures for acidosis is an exclusive citrus fruit 
diet for a time. 

It possible to change the alkalinity or 
acidity of the liquid waste thrown out of the 
kidneys at will, simply by the type of food 
used, This knowledge becomes valuable in the 
treatment of high blood pressure as it is often 
possible by limiting the acid forming foods and 
increasing the alkaline forming foods to assist 
in bringing the bleod pressure down to normal 
more rapidly. 

If you feel that you are suffering from 
hyperacidity, the best plan is to begin to watch 
what you eat, and to take plenty of those foods 
which are alkaline forming, avoiding an ex- 
cess of those which are acid forming.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—‘Why is it necessary for the 
patient who is having an examination with the 
fluoroscope to come to the doctor's office for 
two days? It seems to me that the whole thing 
could be finished in one day.” 

ANSWER-—-The~ patient will benefit to a 
greater extent if the examination is extended 
over the two-day period. The reason for this 
is that the first day the barium meal which is 
taken just prior to the examination will be seen 
in the stomach and after the stomach has 
emptied, in the upper part of the small intestine. 
The second day, a study can be made of the 
large intestine. You must remember that the 
barium meal must pass through some thirty 
feet of alimentary tract and a thorough doctor 
wi'l check its passage at various points. When 
the examination is finished he has gained a 
great deal of valuable information. 

QUESTION Edwardsville, Ill, writes: 
“After an abdominal operation how soon can I 
begin to use exercises?” 

ANSWER—I do not advise that you begin 
the exercises too soon after an abdominal oper- 
ation, and I believe that after all pain and 
tenderness have left you, it might be all right 
to gradually begin to take exercises. Usually 
at least five or six months must elapse before 
any exercises are started, as there is always the 
danger that the incision may not have healed 
properly and if such is true the exercises will 
do harm.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1837 the first 
attempt at ballooning was made at 
Moose Factory. The man who at- 
tempted this then marvellous feat 
was Dr. John Rae, the famous 
trader and surgeon of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. His letters 
contain one dated April 17, 1837, 
giving an account of experiments 
at Moose Factory that day in rais- 
ing a balloon, named the “Sun- 
flyer,” by means of solar heat. 
The result is not definitely stated, 
so that we may take it for granted 
that it was not a success, This is 
hardly to be wondered at in view 
of the earliness of the season and 
the weakness of the sun at this 
time of year in the north. Coal 
gas, wht . had been first used by 
Charles Green, the English bal- 
loonist, in 1825, was, of course, not 
available.

AIR MAIL CONTRACTS 

From figures available, the cost 
of air-mail services to the Post 
Office in 1931-32 was $1,002,604, 
and in 1932-33 (when the con- 
tracts were broken), $203,967. 
Half of these sums were return- 
able to the Post Office in postage 
rates, Votes for other aviation 
purposes were granted in the 
same years, and those for 1931-32 
are available. The air service 
under the Department of National 
Defence was granted a total 
$3,492,169. Of this sum $440,225 
was expended under the civil 
branch of the air service, and $3,- 
051,944 under the military branch 
It might be assumed at once that 
this last sum was expended on 
military functions. That is not 
so. Only $1,578,032 was required 
for the Royal Canadian Air Force 
The remainder, that is, $1,388 315, 
wes expended by the military 
branch in performing “civil gov- 
ernment air operations.” In other

Burial Of Pioneer

REPORTER 


For the past two years a num- 
ber of men have been keeping | 
themselves off the bread line by 
taking up residence along the 
Saskatchewan river bank in 
makeshift shacks. The cost of 
maintaining such a home is very 
slight, and the men live by doing 
odd jobs. During the summer 
months they procure a part of 
their food supply by fishing. 
Sometimes they sell their catches. 

Last fall city council discussed 
the question as to whether or not 
it would be advisable to move 
these men, the main objection to 
their residence in that area be- 
ing the lack of sanitary facilities. 
They were left alone for the win- 
ter months, however. 

Recently, the city health board 
took up the question again. It 
was pointed out that the shack- 
dwellers would either have to be 


supplied with sanitary conven- 
iences or transferred to some 
other place in the city. No action 


has been taken yet. 

“Should these men be allowed 
to remain river-bank residents. or 
should they be moved?” was the 
question put to a few citizens to- 
day. 

Here are their replies: 

CLIFF ANDERSON, C. P. Tele- 
graphs employee: “Why not leave 
the men there? They are able to 
live cheaply and are not a burden 
to the city. If you move them 
you will have to provide accom- 
modation at the expense of the 
city, as well as food and clothing. 
They do net appear to be harm- 
ing any :e. Some of the early 
pioneers existed in about the 
same way, and they managed it 
all right. Of course, I do believe 
that the city should supply them 
with some sanitary conveniences 
as well as a pure water supply. 
But river water is pure if it is 
boiled.”

LAWRENCE SHECK, waiter: “I 
don't believe the authorities 
would be justified in moving 
these residents. They are quite | 
happy now and it’s a health. life. | 
If they are living under sanitary | 
conditions no action should be 
taken egainst them.

Chamberlain’s Cheerful

LONDON, April 17.—Neville 
Chamberlain, chancellor of the 
exchequer, disclosed Great Brit- 
ain’'s “sunshine budget” to the 
House of Commons today. He 
started speaking at 3:44 p.m. The | 
budget is based upon Great Brit- 


ain’s soaring national revenue 
from reviving trade. With an | 
estimated £40,000,000—or $200,- | 


000,000—surplus to be distributed 
to all sections of the country, the 
tax-paying public expected re- 
lief in one form or another from 
the chancellor's disclosures. The 
House was packed as its members 
and spectators listened to the fis- 
cal proposals for 1934-35. 


LONDON, April 17.—At a special | 
cabinet meeting last night the fin- 
ishing touches were placed on th 
1934-35 budget to be produced to- 
day by Neville Chamberlain, chan- 
cellor of the exchequer. 

And it was confidently expected | 
to be a “popular budget.’ With a 
surplus of $155,000,000 on the opera- 
tions of the last fiscal year, boosted 
by another $100,000,000 on present 
basis of payments and receipts, the 
taciturn Mr. Chamberlain is gen- 
erally expected to have some good 
things to say following the heavy 
sacrifices since the “axe and tax” 
government came into power in| 
1931 to restore financial equilibrium | 
—a task it has well performed. |

PROVINCES OF 
WEST CREATE 
“LITTLE NRA” 


Prorogued Four Legisla- 
tures Enacted Much New 


Recovery Law 


WINNIPEG, April 17.—With all 
four legislatures through with their 
| work, western Canada today boast- 
ed more laws regulating trade, in- 
dustry and agriculture than ever 
written before into the statute 
books of Manitoba, 
Aiberta and British Columbia 

The Alberta legislature last night 
| wound up its session which opened 
February 8 and previously the Sas- 
katchewan and British Columbia 
legislatures had prorogued. The 
Manitoba house is on adjournment 
until June 5 when it will discuss 
the Natural Products Marketing 
vet. 

British Columbia led the way 1n 
industrial legislation but each of 
the other provinces contributed 
new regulations to give industry 
throughout the west a “little NRA” 
with brain trusts as well. Chief in 
legislation adopted were British 
Columbia’s Special Powers Act, and 
marketing bills, wheat bills, min- 
imum wage regulations and licens- 
ing of industries. 


B. C. SPECIAL POWERS 

British Columbia’s Special Pow- 
ers Act gave the government pow- 
ers over ,education, agricultur 
public health, highways, natt 
resources and the raising of money 
on the credit of the province. Its 
board of industrial relations pro- | 
vided a brain trust to advise thi 
government on the Minimum Wage 
Acts, hours of work and similar 
regulations. It passed the Market 
ing Act to implement federal legis- 
lation and provided for appoint- 
ment of a board to administer the 
Act. 


ALBERTA LESS DRASTIC 

Alberta’s business codes were 
less drastic than those adopted in 
the coast province, but they gave 
{the government strong powers over 
industry. The Trade and Industry 
Act limited the government to en- 
couragement of industry, regulation | 
| of hours of labor, wages and prices 
of commodities and provided for 
the government to enforce fair com- 
petition. An advisory bureau is 
contemplated 

The Natural Products Marketing 
Act also was passed by the Alberta 


| members, providing for an admin- | 


istrating board. It aiso gave appro- 
val to the wheat bill, another mea- 
sure implementing federal legisla-
